Stan Wisniewski Leads World 
As Speed Skating Champ 


How many Sierra Ma- 
dreans ean identify the 
world-reeord holder in speed¬ 
skating living in Sierra Ma¬ 
dre? 

Stan Wisniewski, a USC 
senior in phy.‘-ical education 
witii an ompl’.asis on sports 
medicine, has been a resi¬ 
dent of Sierra Madre sine; 
the late 60s, and he is now 
holder of the U.S. indor.r 
mile record, clocking in at 
2:37, as well as the tl.S. and 
Canadian record in the 1500- 
moter with a time of 2:31. 

Wisniewski is the son ol 
Stan and Jacqueljn Wis¬ 
niewski, and he’s also a 
graduate of .St. Francis High 
School in La Canada. 

The year he eriduated 
from, high school is the year 
he swept all four individual 
events for the 16 to 20 age 
group of the Junior World 
Indoor Championships, then 
participated in the team re¬ 
lay event won by the Uni¬ 
ted States. 


His perormance has never 
been matched. 

The college senior usually 
participates in six meets a 
year in Southern Calif.~rnia 
and “one or two in the Mid- 
we.^t,” ho says. Right before 
a maior meet he skates lour 
to five days a week for 
abo,ut tv/o hours each day. 

And right now he’s piaji- 
ning to participate in the 
Iry-outs to make the l/.S. 
team scheduled for Febru¬ 
ary 27-28 and March 1 in 
Champa'gne, Illinois — the 
same place he won his first 
world championship. 

He was a member of that 
team in 1976, 1977 and 1979, 

If he makes that team, he 
will be one of the four chanr- 
pinns to travel to “between 
six or eight international 
meets in a three- to four- 
week period,” he explains. 

He protects the world 
cluimpionship.s will probably 
be in March, 1981, but at this 
point he hasn’t heard the 
exact dates. 


Where does a California 
boy start speed skating? For 
St.an it was Chicago when 
he was a child. He has been 
sicating since he was 4 be¬ 
cause it was Chicago where 
tire Wisniewskis lived before 
mnvng out west in 1968. 

As a child he found .skat¬ 
ing “kind of natural” and; 
he “liked it a lot,” so he 
trained a lot. 

The move West forced Stan 
to switcli to indoor comi>eti- 
tion, so he’s been training 
since with tite Ice Club Oa- 
Morra, outside of Paramount, 
one of the top clubs in the 
sport, he says. 

Ho will probably stop 
skating after this year, he 
says, because he lias a careei 
to pursue for awhile now. 
He wouid like to work as a 
trainer with spoits teams on 
the notional, collegiate and 
professional levels. 

And he has his eye spec! 
fically on coaching at the 
state level. 

At USC, Stan is a mem¬ 
ber of Sigma Phi Epsilon, 


Help Via ‘Project Alert’ 


The story is familiar. But 
every time it’s told, it makr's 
an fanprecedontod impact on 
those who listen. 

He was the “town rowdy.’’ 
He was the kid picked up 
by Sierra Madre Police about 
40 times within a five-year- 
period for being “drunk on 
various and miscellaneou.s 
things,” he says. 

And now Sierra Madrean 
Dave Rickard has done a 
complete turnaround so that 
he’s out there helping kids 
who have the same problems 
he did at their ages — 
either drunk on alcohol oi 
stoned on drugs. 

And the drug prevention, 
(dMcation and crisis hotline 
ho first initiated is the first 
in California operating out 
of a police department, run 
by community members. 

Rickard’s “Project Alert,” 


as he terms it, was started 
almost two years ago, Febru¬ 
ary, 1979. Since then it has 
served not only this com¬ 
munity but others as well. 

In fact, right now Yreka 
in Northern California has 
recently appi-oved Proje c t 
Alert and bePTe Christmas 
vacation Rickard was up 
there, “making sure it gets 
moving” before going on to 
Humboldt. 

Rickard’s youtrg appear- 
it was over I felt cheated.” 

When was it “over?” In 
1969 hrr played a piano and 
harmonica and worked as :r 
semi-rock star who didn't 
quite make it. One day dur¬ 
ing a period of desperation 
in 1969 he ran a knife in his 
stomach at Church of the 
Ascension. Etospite the ser¬ 
iousness of the wound his 
life was spared. 


In tire early ’70s he start¬ 
ed working with the police 
and “it was a big change 
from drugger to policer,” he 
reminisces. 

Going backwar'ds in time 
ire worked as a youth evan¬ 
gelist at Church of the- Ar- 
censirm for a'lvhile. He hao 
over 200 kids meeting in the 
church. 

“B,-jt as the years went by 
I realized I wasn’t getting 
the message into the schools. 
That’s where nitty meets 
the gritty — six, seven, eight 
and ninth grade levels. And 
that’s really when I came up 
with the concept of ‘Project 
Alert’ t'> work in connection 
with the police and offer 
drug education to those who 
ju.st weren’t getting it.” 
ance belies his age of over- 
20. He looks like a high 
schooler or early college- 
youth so he blends in witli 
the youths he’s trying to 
help. 

And he wants to help so 
much because of his exper¬ 
iences when lie was in high 
school. He explains that he 
had experimented in the 
late ’60s with marijuana 
“and my share of other nar ¬ 
cotics.” He could find drugs 
anytime in the Sierra Madre 
canyon, he states. 

But why did he become 
involved in drugs? The 
same old reason — "It was 
the thing to do.” 

Rickard conckides, "The 
•Genesis’ is all here. Siena 
Madre is unique bccau.se the 
pc'ople are unique. They give 
you a chance. The blessings 
Sierra Madre has given me 
will carry me on. Sierra Ma¬ 
dre is my home base.”

DePledge Still Missing » 
Police Question Foul Play 


As of Tuesday morning 
Sierra Madre police had still 
heard no word on the where¬ 
abouts of Donald DePledge, 
51, Pasadena City College 
counselor who has reportedly 
been missing since Deeoni- 

ber 9. 

Sierra Madre Police Sk'i- 
geant Wayne Bailey .said De- 
Pledge, a Sierra Madrean, 
was last seen by his room¬ 
mate, Bienvenido Lugo, who 
reported DePledge’s disap¬ 
pearance to the local police 
department Dect-mber 10. 

Lugo said he dropped De- 
Pledgo off at Sierra En¬ 
gineering at 7:30 a.m. De¬ 
cember 9. When ho returned 
home at 4 p.m. he found his 
roommate .still out. De- 
Pledge’s vehicle and jiersonal 
belongings were still there 
and the apaiTmer.t was in¬ 
tact. 

Lugo waited one day be¬ 
fore calling police to report 
the di:sappeararice of th= 
middle-aged Sierra Madreau 

Bailey said, “At this i>oint 
we don’t have any informa¬ 
tion where he is or what 
happened.” None of De- 
Pledge’s friends or relatives 
have seen or heard from ium- 

The missing man’s es¬ 
tranged wife and two cliil- 
dtvn live In the West Co¬ 
vina area. 

It was reported that ori¬ 
ginally he had planned 
to go to Mexico to visit a 
friend December 17 - 19, but 
he called the friend earlier 
this month 1o say he couldn’t 
make the trip. 

The counselor has not lieen 
at his job at PCC since De¬ 
cember 8. He did request a 
three-day vacation leave for 


December 17 - 19, according 
to Bailey. 

The police sergeant added 
that the missing man's 
known punctuality and re¬ 
liability don’t fit with the 
possibility that he might 
have decided just “to take 
off” without telling any¬ 
body. 

Bailey said that at this 
point f(Yil play is a definite 
po.ssibility because of the 
time lapse. “His disap¬ 
pearance is very .unusual and 
we are v’ery concerned for 
him.” 

Bailey said that evei-y ef¬ 
fort is being made to locate 
the missing man, complete 
with a nationwide search 
that is being developed. 

So far, he said, (hero are 
no solid leads but the police 
department fs continuing to 
work on information gleaned 
from other law enforcement 
a.gencies and individuals. Los 
Angelos Cou n t y Sheriff’.- 
homicide investigators have 
been called in to assist the 
local police department, not 
because there might be a 
homicide involved but be¬ 
cause Sierra Madre has a 
small force and needs help 
with this type of detailed 
investigation.

At Tuesday night’s mei't- 
ing the coimcil approved the 
sale of up to 1746 acre-icot 
of water at a price of $55 
per acre. 


This represents a $7 pet 
acre increa.se over last year’s 
per acre price. Surplus water 
lias been sold to Arcadia 
each year for the last seven 
years, 1500 acre feet havin-g 
been purchased last year. 


While the vote was unani¬ 
mous by tnose council mem- 
tiers in attendance (Mayor 
Pro Tern Elaine Rudolph was 
excused • f}eca.use of illness', 
the matter was not without 
opposition. 


S i e r r a Madre resident 
DcRiglas Berkcliire, referring 
to the closing of a street 
in Arcadia by the Arcadia 
City Council to the detriment 
of the citizens of Sierra Ma¬ 
dre, urged the council to 
“consider” its actions in the 
matter. 


Berkshire said, “We want 
io bo good citizens but th(- 
last few time.s we’ve talked 
with them (Arcadia), they 
treated us like sten-ohil- 
dren.” His comments elicitccl 


agreemeni form some of the 
council members. 

In recommending the sale 
of the water, Bernard P. 
VVestkampor, the city’s direc¬ 
tor of Public Works, piointed 
out that the water will be 
lost through natural means 
if it is not sold or otherwise 
.used and it is surplus to 
the city’s needs. 

He said the city could lose 
it by means of percolation 
(seepage). He noted that as 
the water level exceeds the 
amount that can be stored in 
the citj' “spreading gtx»unds” 
(underground storage area), 
the water seeps down to 
lower levels in the San 
Gabriel Basin. 

In an earlier phone inter¬ 
view with the Nows. West- 
kamper noted the city has a 
credit of water available to 
it and only a portion oi 
this availability is being sold 
to .\rcadia. 

He said the m-'st recent 
computation of the city’s 
water cedit was June 30, 
1980, when tiiere were 
4871.7 acre feet of water 
available for use by the city 
and its residents. This total 
is in addition to the city’s 
right to 1764 acre feet an-

National Safety Council. 

Throughout the nation the 
.National Safety Cou:icil esti¬ 
mates that between 420 and 
520 persons may lose their 
lives and another 19,000 to 
23,000 may suffer disabling 
injuries from traffic acci¬ 
dents during this New Year’s 
holiday weekend. 

Kaplan asked Los Angelc-s 
County motorksts not to re¬ 
peat last New Y'ear’s four- 
day weekend period in wh'Cli 
an increase c.i over 50% in 
traffic death.s was recorded.

Wednodav', December 31, at 
6 p m. and concludes at mid¬ 
night, Sunday, January 4, 
1981. 

Co,uncil studios indicate 
that the drinking driver is 
the largest single threat to 
life on the highway. During 
1980, excessive use of alcc- 
ho! has been a factor in the 
death of more than 25,000 
drivers, passengers and ped¬ 
estrians. 

Kaplan urges people who 
do drink -and drive to do their 
drinking in such a manner 
that they will not be “undtr 
the influence” when they 
drive. That means waiting at 
least one hour per average 
drink before driving. That is 
the minimiirr amount of 
time required by the body to 
rid itself of an ounce of 
alcohol, according to medi¬ 
cal sources.

The improved outlook isn’t 
Imkcfl to a medical discovc-r>’ 
blit to a new treatment that 
focuses on thr- victim’s fam.- 
ily as well as the patient. 

Victims of Alzheimer’s dis¬ 
ease are usually ago 65 oi 
older and, beca.u.se of severe 
memory loss, they have dif¬ 
ficulty completing everyday 
tasks such a;s dressing, cook¬ 
ing or rcmerribering the 
date. 

Round the-clrjck assistance 
is commonly needed from a 
;!poHse or other caregiver, 
e,vj)lains Dr. .Steven IX. Zarit, 
an assi.stant p^ofes-'or of psy¬ 
chology and gerontology at 
use’s Ethel Percy Andus 
Gerontology Ccnier. 

Instead of attempting to 
improve greatly the memory 
of an Alzheimer’s disease 
patient — often a futile en¬ 
deavor — Zaiit and eo-re- 
searcher Karen Reeve-, a 
gerontology project coordina- 
t I)-, work brieflv with pa¬ 
tients at the USC-ba.sed An¬ 
drus Older Adult Center to 
maximize remaining memory 
and then focus much of thoh- 
attention on tamily mem¬ 
bers. 

Tlieir aim is tc help fam¬ 
ily members accept the im 
pairment (since no euro hao 
.vet been proven), ad,j,u.st 
their iifestydes and reduce 
ilie stresses associated with 
earegiving.

thought into creating their 
decisions to change, and 
therefore ignoro their pro¬ 
mises soon after. 

"Broken resolutions a“e 
commonly misuncierst o o d;

tions,” states the professor. 

Broken resolutions and 
New Year’s arc not inextric¬ 
ably bound.

The latest such event 
was the well-known P'orl 
Tejon earthquake of 1857, 
which was produced by run- 
ture of a 350-km-loiig seg¬ 
ment of the San Andreas 
fault.

Los Angeles County will 
receive more than S21.4 mil¬ 
lion in property ta.xes Irom 
Southern California Edison 
Company for the 1980-81 fis¬ 
cal year, according to K. A. 
LeFev'er, Edison manager. 

In all. Edi.son will pay 18 
California counties a total of 
$57.4 million in property 
taxes this year, as compared 
with the ^3.3 million paid 
by the utility last year. 

The first installment of 
more than S11 million in 
Los Angeles County taxes 
was paid December 10. Edi¬ 


son will pay the second in¬ 
stallment in April. 

LeFever said ad valorem
